TO FILE NEW SUIT WITH TARUM AND HEINE NAMED AS CO-DEFENDANTS^ AND 
JUDGE SAID WOULD PUT IT ON CALENDAR. IT LIKELY CASE WILL HIT 
PRESS TOMORROW. 
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
